DESCRIPTION OF PHYSICAL APPEARANCE 

This is an Ttalianate style rowhouse which illustrates the typical 
age, type, and architecture of residences within the Franklin Square Historic 
District. It is built.of masonry and consists of a three story tall, three 
bay wide main building and a two story tall, two bay wide back building. 
The basic plan of the main and back buildings is rectangular, and they have 
shed roofs. 

The building is constructed over a raised basement with a marble veneer 
and marble steps on the facade. The flat facade consists of painted, pressed 
brick in running bond. All of the window openings shorten at each floor 
level; they contain wood bullnose frames, and they had multi-light, wood, 
double hung sashes. The existing door is wooden, and the entry has 
wood frames and wood transoms. At the roofline there is a large, ornate 
wooden cornice which has modillions and dentils. Another notable feature, 
i<» wooden hoods over the windows and door. 

The interior consists of a typical Italianate plan with a single large 
room on the first floor of the main building and two rooms on the second 
and third floors above, as well as on both floors of the back building. 
Halls are located on the sides of the building, as is the staircase. Many 
of these spaces have been subdivided over time. The condition of the interior, 
prior to the required dismantling (see Part II, Project Summary)»was extremely 
deteriorated due to lack of maintenance, aging of the materials, structural 
defects, and exposure to the elements.

STATEMENT OF-SIQNIFICANCE 

This b u i l d i n p i s s i g n i f i c a n t to the F r a n k l i n Square H i s t o r i c 
D i s t r i c t because i t i l l u s t r a t e s the t y p i c a l s t y l e and c h a r a c t e r o f rowhouses 
in t h i s r e s i d e n t i a l d i s t r i c t . The s i g n i f i c a n c e o f the d i s t r i c t in g e n e r a l 
l i e s jn the q u a l i t y , v o l u m e , and i n t e g r i t y o f s i m i l a r h o u s e s , which remain 
today*as an e x c e l l e n t example o f a mid t o l a t e 19th c e n t u r y n e i g h b o r h o o d . 
Because the F r a n k l i n Square d i s t r i c t was b u i l t from c . 1 8 4 5 t o c . 1 8 7 5 , the 
housing i s almost e x c l u s i v e l y I t a l i a n a t e , the p r e v a i l i n g s t y l e o f r e s i d e n t i a l 
a r c h i t e c t u r e in B a l t i m o r e dur ing t h o s e y e a r s . The d i s t i n c t i v e c h a r a c t e r i s t i c s 
of the s t y l e i n c l u d e f l a t shed r o o f s , l a r g e o r n a t e c o r n i c e s , v e r t i c a l p r o p o r t i o n s , 
f l a t br ick f a c a d e s , a n d — among the more e x p e n s i v e h o u s e s — o r n a m e n t a t i o n 
of facade o p e n i n g s , r a i s e d basements w i t h marble or brownstone v e n e e r s , 
three s t o r y h e i g h t and t h r e e bay w i d t h . The d i s t r i c t i n c l u d e s e x c e l l e n t 
examples of this rowhouse e t y l e , r a n g i n g from e x p e n s i v e h i g h s t y l e d e s i g n s 
i u i l t around F r a n k l i n Square park, to i n e x p e n s i v e , v e r n a c u l a r s t r u c t u r e s 

D u i l t a long the a l l e y s . 

The d i s t r i c t grew a s one o f B a l t i m o r e ' s f i r s t s u b u r b s . N i n e t e e n t h 
century s u b u r b i n a z a t i o n o f the c i t y began in r e s p o n s e t o a number of changes 
taking p lace s i m u l t a n e o u s l y within the c i ty : the rap id . i n d u s t r i a l i z a t i o n and 
commerc ia l i za t ion o f the h e r e t o f o r e r e s i d e n t i a l c i t y c e n t e r , the i n f l u x 
of immigrants s e e k i n g i n e x p e n s i v e h o u s i n g near t h e s e new i n d u s t r i e s and 
businesses;the e s t a b l i s h m e n t o f the omnibus in 1844 and the h o r s e - d r a w n t r o l l e y 
in 1859, and the c r e a t i o n of suburban parks ( F r a n k l i n Square was the s e c o n d 
one, created in 1 8 3 9 ) . These e v e n t s produced an u n d e s i r a b l e l i v i n g env ironment 
in the urban c o r e , and an a c c e s s i b l e , d e s i r a b l e l i v i n g e n v i r o n m e n t on the 
o u t s k i r t s of the c i t y . Those who cou ld a f f o r d t o then l e f t the i n n e r c i t y 
for the new suburban d e v e l o p m e n t s . 

This rowhouse c o n t r i b u t e s t o t h i s d i s t r i c t as a t y p i c a l 
example of the m i d d l e - c l a s s I t a l i a n a t e h o u s e s . The f l a t f a c a d e , v e r t i c a l 
p r o p o r t i o n s , shed r o o f and ornamenta t ion e p i t o m i z e the d i s t i n g u i s h i n g e l e m e n t s 
of t h i s a r c h i t e c t u r a l s t y l e . The rowhouse l i e s on land which c o m p r i s e d 
a part of 30 a c r e s i n West B a l t i m o r e which Samuel and James Canby o f Wilming­
t o n , Delaware purchased i n the l a t e 1 8 3 0 ' s for f u t u r e h o u s i n g d e v e l o p m e n t . 
In 1839 the b r o t h e r s d o n a t e d a square o f land t o the c i t y f o r u s e a s a park, 
which became F r a n k l i n S q u a r e , and began l e a s i n g s u r r o u n d i n g l o t s t o b u i l d e r s 
for c o n s t r u c t i o n . In 1 8 5 8 , James Bromwell , a c a r p e n t e r and c o n t r a c t o r , w i t h 

(Cesler and Hays, b r i c k l a y e r s , began c o n s t r u c t i o n o f the 18 d w e l l i n g row on 
he south s i d e of the 1500 b l o c k of F a y e t t e S t r e e t . A contemporary d e s c r i p t i o n 
rom the Sun s a i d : 

The b u i l d i n g s w i l l be un i form, t h r e e s t o r i e s in h e i g h t w i t h 30 f t . 
depth of main b u i l d i n g , and a mean depth of 61 f t . Of the 18 h o u s e s , 
10 are 19 f t . , and 8 a r e 18 f t . f r o n t . A p a r l o r , d i n i n g room, and 
k i t c h e n , w i l l occupy the f i r s t f l o o r , w i t h a c e l l a r b e n e a t h .

STATEHENT OF SIGNIFICANCE 

The buildings have remained residences since their construction, with 
the exception of 1535, which was converted into a store in the late 19th 
or anytime in the 20th century. After 1930,'the building probably housed 
tenants as did almost all of the district houses due to a t>reat influx of 
poor blacks and Southern whites. Prior to the di.snvintl in", (sec Part 11, Project Summary), 
the- hnilrlinr. still retains its original setting and location, as well as the majority, 
of its exterior design, materials, and workmanship. Those features which 
have been changed on the facade will be restored during the reassembly and 
rehabilitation. •
